He was educated for the legal 
profession in England, and first gained notoriety 
as the leader of the Indian population in South 
Africa, where he organised a passive resistance 
movement against the registration tax and other 
regulations, which he rded as “ oppressive.” 
Between the years 1906-1914 he was imprisoned 
three times. 

Gandhi's ideal for India is a revival of her 
ancient civilisation and a definite repudiation of 
Western ideals.

UT what,” asks Fabre, in one of hie 
insect biographies, “ is the use of this 
history? I well know that it will not 
produce a fall in the price of pepper,

face to face, intent upon one another's extermi- 
nation. The insect docs pot aim at so much 
glory. It confines itself to showing” us life in 
the inexhaustible variety of its manifestations - 
it helps us to decipher in some small measure 
the obscurest book of all, the book of our- 
selves.” 


sect workl. Though all Dublin should turn 
botanist, it would: not strew the political arena 
with more pepper and rotten cabbages, cause 
Limerick’s Kitz-Biltmores to be commandeered, 
or set armed patriots to the task of exterminat- 
ing one another. Nevertheless, if, every time 
we found ourselves on the point of going to a 
political meeting, we changed our minds and 
went to the Botanical Gardens or St. Stephen's 
Green or the People’s Gardens instead—if, in- 
stead of super-heating our pugnacious instincts 
with the /rish Republic, the Jrish Free State, or 
the Separatist, we all became assiduous readers 
come brighter, - better, and less bumptious 
fellows than we are now: 

Fabre was the happiest of mon. The clouds 
of poverty and discouragement could not dim 
the sunshine of his full days. He did not know 
that he would live to find himself famous—that 
the author of the Souvenirs Entomologiques 
would live to be known as the 
“Insect’s Homer.” If someone had tola 
him that it was to be 60, he would 
not have cared greatly. Fame and a plenitude 
of the world’s goods are of no great account 
to one who is engaged upon the splendid task 
of blazing a trail through the untrodden hinter- 
land of knowledge. So it came about that 
Fabre, too poor to purchase books or apparatus, 
without the means to travel in search of a wider 
held of investigation or to associate with the 
learned men of his day, was still able te pro- 
duce ten volumes of the most perfect scientific 
literature that the world has seen. 


The Plant World. 


The plant world has still to find its Homer, 
but it has the advantage that, unlike the in- 
sect world in which Fabre laboured, it re- 
quires no philosopher to advertise it. It is a 
treasure house of which the doot stands open 
to all, whose inexhaystible riches are for the 
gathering of any willing hands. To set out 
upon even a casual investigation of the insect 
world requires some previous instruction. But 
the plants are there for all to see; they do not 
conceal themselves under stones or shun (with 
a few unpleasant exceptions) the neighbourhood 
of man. Everybody knows something abaut 
flowers, if not about plants. An enlargement of 
that knowledge is a matter of the will. Only a 
Fabre could take us with him into the hidden 
by-ways of insect life, which have no points cf 
contact with our own, but plant life and human 
life are inextricably bound up together. A man 
might study plants for ten years without be- 
coming a botanist in the technical sense of 
the word. Flora is the playmate of all the 
Muses. Compared with that of the plant, 
man’s contribution to the world’s history is in- 
significant. ‘‘ Do not live without the Muses,” 
says the Greek proverb; but it can be done. 
But man is no more capable of living without 
plants than without oxygen. 

There is another point to be considered. Man 
is too near the animals to be able to consider 
them except apropos of himself. Not so long 
ago he hunted them and they hunted him. 
Now he is Lord of Creation, or nearly so, and 
his egoism will not Jet either him or them 
forget it. If you ask him why he goes to see 
a caged tiger, he will probably tell you, “ Ourl- 
osity.” But a water-beetie larva is ten times 
more curious than a tiger. Why is he not 
curious to see that? The answer is that the 
one flatters his vanity, the other doesnot. The 
tiger has points of contact with map; it may 
even be a man-eater. The ancestor of all the 
O’Flahertys may once have been eaten by a 
sabre-toothed tiger. But the water-beetle has 
no human association. It is just a bug. Nay, 
it is le®s than that. If it inhabited bed- 
steads instead of ponds and could bite a man, 
its status would immediately be raised an hun- 
dredfold. A performing fiea can always count 
on its audience. 

The tics that bind us to the floral kingdom 
ave ' thet. The flowers are a t of 
our lives; they keep us in mind oí beauty, 
rrark our calendars, have their place in all the 
decent ceremonial of society, bulk large m our 
industries, play their part in husbandry, feed us 
when we are well, and salve us when we are 
sick. But they do not flatter our vanity. 
Rather they are a constant reminder of the 
brevity as well as the ineffectuality of human 
life. The smallest plant can manufacture its 
own food. Man in all the years has only 
learned to cook his. Bui the plant does not 
only feed man and cloihe him, and hea) him 
and please his eye and elevate his mind. 
Death also is & vegetable, and when the human 
atom has had its moment of existence the 
plants gently take him apart, and put him 
where he can be food for other plants, leaving 
his room for worse or, as may be, better men 
than himself. 


Where Flora Reigns. 


Now, this is a long introduction to what is 
becoming with me an oft-preached sermon— 
namely, that at any available time, but more 

articularly when these fine March winds are 
jlowing the cobwebs out of our brains and 
the influenza germs out of our throats—when 
the hounds of spring are on winter’s traces and, 
“ Washed with new fire to their irradiant birth, 

Reintegrated are the heaven and earth '— 
when, in a word, all the lovely things that have 
been said and sung about the coming of the 
vernal days can be seen going on, as it were, 
under our very noses—that now we should for- 
get, if only for a day, the pepper and the rotten 
cabbages and out with us to the Botanic 
Garden at Glasnevin to do homage to the 
flowers that bloom in the spring. 

What stars of colour shine against the green, 
yet not, as in summer, in such a riot that 
what should be a gathering of old friends has 
become a mere bun-struggie at which all the 
smartly dressed people are present! Here are 
crocuses, or, as the more pedantic call them, 
“ croci,”’ star-scattered on the grass, as at 
Saki’s garden party—not the authentic cron 
with ren! Latin names, diforus and tmperat, 
Sieberi and susianus, whose glory has already 
departed, but stout fellows in yellow and lilac 
and slashed doublets, preening themselves in the 
sun and well-satisfied that your admiration is 
no more than mighty fine fellows like themselves 
are entitled to expect. Here is the netted 
iris, glegming in purple and goid like the 
hosts of Sennacherib. Long before the Assyrian 
came down like a wolf on the fold it saw the 
blue wave roll nightly on deep Galilee. Here, 
too (I have not actually seen it, but you may 
take it from me that it is around somewhere) 
is the strange snake's head iris, all green and 
velvet brown, to which the savants, to indicate 
that it is not quite an iris, have given the sweot- 
sounding name of Hermodactylus, 1 is & mis- 
nomer, however, for it means “ single-finger,” 
while the rhizome or bulb of the plant—one 
does not quite know which it is—from which it 
takes its name is generally double. I have 
seen it stated somewhere thai this iris may be 
found growing wild in County Cork— 
acclimatised, perhaps, by that ardent horti- 
culturist, Mr. George Beamish. 

But let us inject some order into our 
meanderings. Leaving the Gate Lodge on our 

ight, as the guide-books say, we make our 
leisurely way past the water-lily and cactus 
houses. The former is full of goldfish, and in 
the latter the gaudy strelitna regine, a sort 
of floral macaw, is in bloom. But our interest 
to-day does not lie in green-houses. In the 
little rock-gerden outside the fern-house the 
hairy buds of the Pasque flower are swelling, 
and another week should see the purple flowers 
expanded. Behind it stands a single flower of 
Irish stylosa, the Corporal Brewster of a 
glorious company that took the field as long 
ago as last October, and for five months, in 
company with chimonanthus and  lonicera 
Standishi, jasminum Sieboldii, and a few other 
brave souls, waged successful war for 
beauty and fragrance against the destroying

Colour and Life. 

In the hardy border across the path only a 
few scillas and a few tall Ajax daffodils show

Having pahsed to admire the wild plum, 
standing like a small white clond againsí the 
dark wall of the palm-house, let: us muke our 
way to the rock-garden, where the treasures ol 
spring are mostly to be found.

upon puce. So violent is the noise, that a 
really fine display of Chinese primulas close at 
hand looks quite dingy by comparison. At the 
end of this house, however, and removed from 
the scene of strife, there is a charming display 
of forced alpines and small bulbous plants, 
which is your real reason for entering. Here is 
the strange babiena, called after the most wise 
Baviaan, who, in the interval of. spanking 
Elephant’s Child with her hard, horny hand, 
digs the roots up and eats them. Here is 
primula Wanda, which looks like a washed out 
edition of p. Juliae and p. Fortunei, an echo 
of the little jerinosa that grows on the Welsh 
hills, And there are many other things. 
you pass into the orchid house, you wil! find a 
wonderful display there also; but the thing is 
to get you started. Once inside the gates, and 
it 1s perfectly safe to leave you to yourselves. 
When you get home you will find that the 
papers have a a careful eye on the pepper 
and rotten cabbages for you; but, respecting 
the things that you have seen, there will be no 
Press to steal your thunders or take the fine 
edge off your discoveries.

R. ARTHUR GRIFFITH has been 

described so often as the “ brain “ of 

Sinn Fein that I do not propose to 

labour the ‘point. Suffice it to say 

that he is. The really important 

thing about him, however, is the fact that he is 

the tather of the Articles of Agreement between 

Great Britain and Ireland, and that, while he 

has led his offspring safely through the tempta- 

tions by which it has been assailed in Earisfort 

terrace, he has still a long and rocky road to 
travel before his goal is reached. 

Mr. Griffith is the chief champion of the 
Treaty, although he is not a member of the 
Provisional Government, He bas the construc- 
tive mind and the meéntal experience whieh 
Mr. Collins lacks; ad, while the dynamic 
driving power of the latter is of the utmost 
value at the present time, it is on the more 
stable qualities of Mr. Griffith that the success 
of the Free State will depend in the long run. 
This detracts in no way from the personality 
of Mr. Collins. But although sincerity, courage, 
honesty, and boundless energy will carry a 
“pep es a very long way, the statesman who 

as to build an enduring edifice must have 
something more. 

Arthur Griffith has it; and you have only to 
see him to recognise that fact. I was anrused 
ihe other day to read in an English paper 
that he was a “lath-and-plaster politician.” 
Nothing could be wider of the mark. , What- 
ever he may or may not be, there is certainly 
nothing jerry-built about him. He is a little 
man, not more than five foot three, I should 
say, but his inehes are cubic. He has the thick 
neck that betokens physical strength, and is all 
sinew and muscle. Mr. Griffith is just the sort 
of man whom vou often meet on the bridge of 
a ship, with great broad shoulders, short legs, 
and a jaw like a piece of a boot last. 

His face is a psychological puzzle. I have 
never seen him smile, although I have watched

eves, occasionally raising his eyebrows as he 
bends across to listen to a whispered remark 
from Mr. Collins or one of his other colleagues, 
and nodding his head m silent assent. But 
he seems to be uiterly incapable of overt excite- 
ment. 

Imperturbability is also the chief characteris- 
tic of his speech. He has a queer, sibilant 
accent, and speaks in short jerks, pronouncing 
“that ’’ as ‘‘ thass,”’ and lingering quaintly 
over his final consonants. Oratory is not his 
métier, and he is a monotonous speaker, who 
scorns all the little tricks of rhetoric for 
which Irishmen are famed, and in the cultiva- 
tion of which Mr. Collins is making such re- 
markably good progress. But he always has 
something to say, and he never mincea words. 
How often has the Dadi? been lost in a whirl- 
wind of woolly eloquence when a few snappy 
sentenees from Arthur Griffith have brought i 
back to earth! 

He ig a shy man, yet speaks with the utmost 
confidence, and has that most valuable of ail 
assets in a public representative-—a rich, clear 
voice. Besides, he has the priceless advantage 
of knowing exectly what he wants, and how 
he proposes to get if. One of the greatest 
a “Ei under which the Treaty has had to 
labour is the tendency displayed by some of its 
supporters to insist that they are not really 
supporting it all. Mr. Griffith has no use 
for this sort of thing He wants the Treaty. 
If others do not like it, they can lump it. 

Several myths seem to be current about Mr. 
Gnfith. I have heard men say that he is an 
Ulstermian, a Welshman, a Protestant, even a 
German! So far as I am aware, none of these 
things is true. Certaimly, Mr. Griflith is not 
a German, and, just as certainly, he is pot a 
Protestant. For ali I know, he may have 
Cymric blood in his veins, and even may have 
a dash of the Ulster Scottish varicty, but he 
was born and bred in Dublin. He is in the 
neighbourhood of fifty years of age, although 
he does not look so old. He started life as a 
compositor, belag virtually brought up in a 
newspaper office. Politics always aitracted 
bim, and he worked with Parnell in the 
last campaign of the famous leader's 
life. Then he went to South Africa to make 
his fortune, but work in the mines soon cured 
him of this ambition; so he decided to return 
to Ireland, where fortunes are not so easily 
made, but life has other gifts to bestow. 

ao FEET plunged into journalism on his 

in Dublin, and the United Irishman 
appeared in 1899, when many of his present 
colleagues were in swaddling clothes. It was 
in this paper that Mr. Griffith in 1903 published 
the memorable series of articles entiiled, “ The 
Resurrection of Hungary: a Parallel f 


at 


i for lre. 
laud,” which had such a remarkable influence in 
later years on the shaping of this country’s 
destinies. The United Irishman came to an end 
in 1905, when it was suppressed after Mr. 
Grifith’s proposals for a Sinn Fein policy had 
been published. 

The United Irishman was no sooner suppressed 
than Mr. Griffith, who by this time was be- 
ginning to enjoy himself, started another weekly 
called Sinn fein. This journal carried on the 
policy of its predecessor, but concentrated more 
or less on the economic and literary aspects of 
the new movement. In 1907 it was made a 
dsily paper, but money was not forthcorning, 
and after three months it became a weekly 
again, It ran on until the beginning of the 
great war, when it followed the [’nited Irish- 
man into suppression. Mr. Griffith, however, 
refused to be suppressed, and returned to the 
charge with a new daily, entitled Ireland. This 
was allowed to flourish for about three weeks; 
then it met the usual fate. Apparently, Mr, 
Griffith was vastly intrigued by this game of 
hide-and-seek with the Government, for he lost 
no time in publishing yet another paper, now 
under the innocuous title of Scissars and Paste, 
which was devoted solely to excerpts from 
English journals. But the authorities saw 
through Mr. Griffith a little joke, and that was 
the end of Srissors and Paste. His next ven- 
ture was Nationality, which was published 
weekly, and had quite a good run for its money. 
It appeared regularly until] the rebellion of 
1916, after which Mr. Griffith was imprisoned for 
some montha 

He never sat in the House of Comnions, al- 
though elected by a large majority for East 
Cavan et the by-clection of 1918. While the 
election was in progress Mr. Griffith was in 
prison, and was still in custody at the date of 
the general election of the same year, when 
he was elected for East Cavan and North- 
East Tyrone. He was released in March, lia, 
and was elected by Ddil Kireann as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the “ Irish Republic,’ acting as titular 
chief of the Republican Party durimg Mr. de 
Valera’s visit to the United States. His final 
arrest took place in December of 1920, and he 
was set at liberty in July, 1921, just before the 
conclusion of the truce. 

Of Mr. Griffith's work since his release 
nothing new ean be said. Everybody knows the 
stand which he has taken on the Treaty. Every- 
body knows that but for him the Treaty never 
would have been signed. Everybody knows 
that his sound common-sense is one of Ireland's 
most valuable asseta to-day. His career as a 
worker and a journalist has brought him inte 
touch with all sorts aud conditions of men, and 
he is a shrewd judge of human nature: His

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The Days of Big Wagers. 


HEN one delves into the history of 

the English Turf and reads of huge 

fortunes staked on the result of “a 

single race or maich, one cannot 

help wondering what men of the 

mould of that fine old sportsman, Lord George 

Bentinck, or his contemporary, Colonel Peel, 

would have thought of an Act of Parliament 

which permitted a man to recover moneys that 
he had wagered and lost. 

In his " Chapters from Turf History "’ (The 
National Review Office, 10s. 6d.), ' Newmarket” 
gives us an idea. To a man who owed Lord 
George £4,000 over a bet, and offered him: 10s. 
in the £ and the remainder in instalments, Lord 
George wrote :— 

" Sir,—No man has a right to bet if he can- 
not pay should he lose. The sum I want of 
you is £4,000, and until that sum is paid you 
are in the list of defaulters.”’ 

To Lord Geerge Bentinck the Turf owes 4 
deep debt of gratitude, for he was ruthless in 
exposing frauds and abuses. He will always be 
remembered for the part he played in the Run- 
ning Rein case. In the Derby of 1844 the first 

ra the post was Running Rein. This 
horse had been under suspicion a year earlier, 
when bets had been paid under protest, the 
belief being that he was a year older than 
stated. Colonel Peel, the owner of the second 
in the Derby, lodged an objection, and it was 
subsequently discovered that the three-year-old, 
Running Rein, was, in fact, a four-year-old, 
Maccabenus. 

Lord George Bentinck, with his untiring 
energy, hunted up the evidence which led to 
the disqualification of Running Rein, but for 
his trouble was, at the trial of the suit, roundly 
abused and vilely slandered by a law officer 
of the Crown. That his efforts had not been 
misconstrued by the multitude was evidenced 
by the large sum that was subscribed for the 
purpose of presenting him with a testimonial 
in recognition of his services. This, it may Le 
added, he refused to accept, but he desired that 
it might be devoted to the establishment of a 
fund for the benefit of decaved and distressed 
servants of the Turf, a fumd which is known 
to this day as the Bentinck Memorial Fund. 

It was the custom in days gone by for the 
winners of big stakes to make gifts to the 
judge. It was a vicious practice, and Lord 
Géorge persuaded the Jockey Club to put an 
end to it. 


A GREAT RACEHORSE. 


Lord George owned some wonderful horses, 
one of the most remarkable being Crucifix, 
which he bought as a foal with iis mother 
for fifty-four guineas. Crucifix had only a 
short career owing to leg trouble, but in the 
twelve races in which she ran she was never 
beaten, and won £18,287 in stakes, while her 
owner received £20,000 in bets over her Oaks 
victory. 

‘Tt is not too much to sav, commen:s the 
author of this interesting story of the Turf, 
‘that betting as it prevailed in former days 
has practically ceased. . , What would ie 
thought in these days of an owner who stood 
to win £150,000 on his horse in the Derby, 
which was beaten, and at the same time won 
£30,000 on another which proved successful, 
and who could cal! his net winnings by betting 
in a single year £100,000? Racing history re 
cords this of Lord George Bentinck.” 

And the bookmakers of those davs were men 
of courage, too. Over the Derby of 1851 Davis 
is said to have paid more than £100,000, and 
without waiting for settlement day, sent one of 
his lucky clients a cheque for £15,000 twenty- 
four hours after the race was run. 

One of the most interesting chapiers in the 
book is devoted to the Prime Ministers. who 
were keen racehorse owners. In the “ good 
old days” it was the custom for Parliament, to 
adjourn over the Derby. and in 1860 Palmerston, 
whoce horse Mainstone started third favourite 
hut finished inconspiciously in the great race.took 
the unusual conrse of proposing the resolution 
himself from the Treasury Bench, saying, that 
“ia adjourn over the day is part of the un- 
written law of Parliament, and- that Her 
Majesty’s Government do not wish to part from 
so wholesome a custom.” 
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THE PORT OF DUBLIN. 


ITS PART IN THE FUTURE OF 
IRELAND. 


IEROM A COOREESPONDENT.) 

The average citizen of Dublin believes that 
the pros perivy of his city is intimately con 
nected with the prosperity of the Port. For 
this belief thero is every justification. In the 
rosperous days which lie ahead of our country 

the Port of Dublin will play a large part. The 
first reference to the Port appears in an Act of 
the year 1707, passed by the lrish Parliament, 
by which the Port was vested in the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Dublin, and the care of the 
Port remained with this body until 1786. To 
this authority we owe, amongst other things, 
the construction of the Great South Wall from 
Ringsend to Poolbeg and the erection of Pool- 
beg Lighthouse. 
During the succeeding eighty-one years the 
Port was under the care of a special Board 
named in the Irish Parliamentary Act ' The 
Corporation for Preserving and Improving the 
Port of Dublin,” which cumbersome title the 
Dublin citizen contracted into the familiar 
term “The Ballast Board.” This Board ev-- 
dently took a serious view of its responsibilities, 
and carried out many important works, amongst 
which might be mentioned the buildmg of the 
Graving Dock and the construction of the great 
North Wall, also the guay walls known as the 
North, South, and East Walls. 
channel was dredged, and, towards the conclu- 
sion of this period, the Board negotiated the 
purchase of the Custom House Docks from the 
Governmnt of the day. 

The construction of the great North Wall 
brought under control and developed the tidal 
scour of the river estuary included within the 
North and South Walls, and concentrated the 
flow of the latter half of the outgoing tide 
into a ranid easterly stream, which had the 
effect of increasing the depth over the bar 
from 6) feet (which it was in the early part of 
the nineteenth century) to 16 feet. This wall 
was so successful in improving the river en- 
trance that it is cited as ame of the best ex- 
amples of the application of tidal scour to the 
removal of sand — 

The improvement of the Port had given rise 
to considerable discussion, and in 1867 another 
Act was passed reconstituting the governin 
body on a partly elective basis. This Boa 
remained in authority, until 1898. During its 
régime the river channel was widened and 
deepened, deep-water .quays were built on the 
North and South sides of the river, and addi- 
tional lighthouses were provided. Also, the 
North Quay Extension and Alexandra Basin— 
the home of the oversea trade-— were constructed 
durmg this period. The execution of this work 
gave Dr. Stoney, the Engineer of the Board, 
an opportunity to lead the whole world in the 
handling of large concrete blocks of 350 tons 
weight, on which the super-structure of the 
quay wall was built. 

In 1898 the Dublin Port and Docks Board was 
f again reconstituted by the Port Act of that 
year. The Board was enlarged; the various 
interests were represented by clected members, 
and the citizens by the Lord Mayor and six 
members appointed by the Municipal Council, 
either from that body, or from such other per- 
sons as they deemed it desirable to appoint. 
Under this Act the ,Board received authority 
to raise £150,000, but had no means of in- 
creasing its revenue, which was essential if 
the Port was to be progressive. The position 
became acute, and this Board obtained the 
Dublin Port Act of 1902, which provided 
additional revenue and increased the borrowing 
powers. ~

When Narcissus’s parent «rrived in Dublin 
first his picture, distil'’ed from the same gifted 
pencil, appeared in tne /rish Times, and, as the 
individual primarily responsible, I hastened to 
ask him what he tought of it. But beyond 
a perfunctorily polite assurance that it was 
the nicest portrait he had ever tasted the 
old gentleman persisted in maintaining an atti- 
tude of eautious reserve from. which nothing— 
not even a piece of delicious seedcake—could 
budge him. 
There is just a trace of this same stand-offisa- 
nees sbout Narcissus. Ii might even be called 
skip-offishness in the case of Narcissus. who 
disappears into his mother’s middle distance on 
the slightest provocation. Nar- 
ci8sus'e papa, on the other 
hand, is debarred from skip- 
ping by the by-laws of the 
Zoological Society. Neverthe- 
less, 1 have -occeasionally 
caught him measuring the 
rwigkeit with a calcuiating 
eye, as though he were won- 
dering whether he could reach 
the K.1.C. barracks in three. 
But let us return to Narcissus, with whom 
the formal introduction has still to be made. 
Narcissus—-the reader. The reader-——Narcissus, 
otherwise Macropus Woodwardii, jr. (or fila). 
Macropus means big feet, and when you scan 
the M.W.'s en famille you realise. that there are 
others besides the D.M.P. But the things you 
notice first about Narcissus ar! his ears. When 
Narcissus starts to look at’ his world, his ears 
are the first thing that take the winds of March 
with beauty. if you have the kind of face 
that inspires confidence in kangaroos, he may 
give you a full-length panorama. But to realise 
al] that his feet mean to him, you must wait 
until an artist emerges in sight. Then, with 
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one shriek~or it may just be the sound of him 
whistling through ‘tbe air—Narcissus holes out 
in one. 

Narcissus arrived at the Zoo in charge. of 
his parents some two months or so ago afte 
a prolonged and fatiguing voyage from the 
Antipodes. But Narecissus’s name did not 

appear in the hst of 
cabin passengers, and 
when the purchase price 
of his parents was being 
adjusted between the 
parties of the first and 
second part, Narcissus 
himself was net thrown in as a luck penny 
or make-weight, for the simple reason that 
his presence in their midst was a de- 
licions secret, known only to the M.W.’'s 
themselves. And by and by, when he is old 
enough to have a private label on his cage, 
Narcissus will be duly described as ‘ Born in 
the . Menagerie.” But it won't be true. 
Narcissus is a “Digger” to bis ear 
tips, and he was born im Wallamaroo, or 
“where the Erskine leaps cown the road to 
home” (I don’t know where home is, but it 
stems to have its troubles like the rest of us). 
And you will wonder, perhaps. how this can be. 

Let me explain, then, that, if you happen to 
be a marsupial, like Narcissus, yon appear out 
of the nowhere into here at a much earlier and 
less developed stage than if you are, let us say, 
a litter of puppies. Nay, if you happened to he 
a Monotreme, which is a kind of marsupial, that 
has altogether lost caste, you would arrive in 
the work! as an egg. I know this, because my 
friend, Professor Gatenby, of Trinity College, 
has a tame Orxyrhyncus platypus—or is it 
Ornithorynchus papyres?—which he uses as a 


pen-wiper, and which lays we 


Oggs umder your very micro- ( ser 
scope. Well, when Narcissue - 
was bern he was about three 
quarters of an inch long—the 
Macropods are what the 
scientists ca] monocotyledons, 
ov, as the Disposale Board 
puts it, they are delivered in 
quantities of one—and that 
must have been quite ex 
months ago. He retired im- 
mediately into the maternal pouch, and you 
cau imagine his consternation when, on putting 
his nose ont again, he found himself not in the 
vicinity of Lake Cadibarrawurracanna, but im- 
mediately adjacent to the future site of Sir 
Hamar Greenwood’s statue in the Phenix Park. 

On the whole, however, Narcissus takes it 
very well, and, after all, one is not entirely a 
stranger in the place. There are the lemon- 
erested cockatoos, who hail from omte near 
Lake Whatsisname and the Side-striped 
Wallabys, though not quite off the top shelf, 
are also from home. Anyway, there Narcissus 
is, and if you have not beea to see him you 
should go and take the. little ones. Narcissus 
is a little one himself, and rather likes showing 
off with his feet before company. But don't 
poke him with your umbrella, or give him acid 
drops, unless you are a member of the Socioty 
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in good standing, and, above all, don’t take a 
pencil and paper with you, or Narcissus may go 
and shut himself in tho library and tMmave you 
to take it out cf the Silver Spangled Orpingtons 
next door. 
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PRISON. 
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ROM Harold Cross Bridge a fine 
panoramic view of the South-West portion 
of Dublin can be obtained. In the dark 
winter nights a person standing upon the 
bridge sees quite close to him over 1 
illuminated windows, whose ruddy glow but 
serves to accentuate the sombre, massive pro- 
portions of a pile of buildings, built in the form 
of three sides of a square. Should one be 
gazing at this twinkling picture at 10.15 p.m. 
@ great change comes over the scene. A 
military bugle sounds the “lights out,” and 
almost before its last notes have faded away 
nothing remains but the dark outlines of the 
masonry, surmounted by a clock tower. All 
lights have been extinguished with military 
promptitude. The building is the Wellington 
Barracks. 
Originally it 
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The latter title 


was known as the Richmond 
alao called the Haróid'sa Crom 
ain ' The Cease to Do Evil.” 
was the outcome of an in- 
runction carved on the stone front of the 
building. cautioning all and sundry to “ Cease 
to Do Evil and Learn to Do Well.” In common 
with our other military barracks, the Weiling- 
ton Barracks are being vacated by its tenants. 
Many etirring events in the history of Ire- 
land took place imside the walls of Richmond 
Prison. Originally built on much emailer 
lines than we know it to-day. it has, from time 
to time, been enlarged; and yet if we com- 
pare it with the more historic Kilmainham 
Jail we find that in 1839, while there were only 
68 cells in the latter for the accommodation of 
an average risoners daily, there were 
no fewer than 241 celis in Harold’s Cross 
Prison. 
The building of the Richmond Prisen was 
becun in 1813, and, with additions and es- 
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tensions, was completed in 1859. It was one of 
the largest buildings in Dublin at that period, 
and was devo to receiving all male misde- 
meanants and criminals in the County of Dublin. 
In one portion of the building, the last com- 
ag « there were 95. cells, each measuring 9 
eet by 7 feet, intended for prisoners. who had 
been ed separate confinemhent. In the 
Kast and West wings there were 19 cells, 
which were made up of 78 old cella, 114 new, 
and 4 in which prisoners who had earned 
solitary confinement were placed. 

Greater consideration was given in the new 
cells to the “ comfort" of the prisoners as they 
wort built ona Sayer cattle ta the extent of 
3 feet by 2 feet. cach.. More

was allowed, or too little. One such incident. 
took place inside the walls of Harold's Cross 
Prison. Old residenis still tell a story of the 
head of an executed man jumping across the 
boundary wall into the midst of the crowds 
awaiting, outside. No such thing ever hap- 
pened; but on one occasion, when the hangman 
gave a heavy man too long a drop, the un- 
fortunate fellow’s head was dracged off the 
trunk. It fell on the flagged floor of the 
execution chamber, and continued to bounce 
around until stopped by a horrified official.
